A LECTURE 


BY WILSON 


Practical Address Delivered Be- 


fore the California Dairy 


Convention. 


Prof. N. E. Wilson of the UnlTersltj 


of Nevada delivered an address yes- 
terday btfora the California Dairy* 
men's convention at Saoramento, oa 
the subject, "The Alkali Test for 
Laotie Aoid in Cream." He alio spoke 
Wednesday, taking for hit inbjeot 
"Cream Testing." We take the follow- 
ing extract! from the Record-Union' 


In hli introductory he pointed oat 


that through the adveat of the fiab- 
oook t»it the creamery and dairy in- 
dattrlea were provided with a quick 
and accurate method of testing milk 
and ite produets. 


He pointed oat that aa cream is more 


vieeous than milk, it would adhere to 
the glass in greater quantities, so that 
in order to make an accurate test be 
advocated weighing the eream to be 
tested, instead of measuring. 


He then treated at length the method 


of applying acids in the test, and the 
readings of the glass in determining 
the amoant of the fat column in cream 
test*. He pointed oat the necessity of 
baring correctly graduated glassware. 


In the after discussion of his subject 


with the members he demonstrated 
that he was thoroughly ooATersant 
with all the details of cream testing, 
and he was listened to with the deep- 
est interest by all present.
